All three are convicted bank 
robbers who were sent to the 
island prison for escape attempts 
from other penal institutions. The 
yellowed “rock” in San Francisco 
Bay, considered one of the world's 
most nearly escape-proof institu­ 
tions, became a federal prison in 
ISM for the nation's toughest con­ 
victs. 


Ten convicts have drowned or 
been killed in attempts to escape 
from Alcatras and two others van­ 
ished bi 1M7 and were never seen 
again.

More than 20 years after he had 
finished the ceiling, Michelan­ 
gelo returned to paint The Last 
Judgment on the Altar Wall. He 
also found a way to revenge him­ 
self on those who objected to his 
art.

WASHINGTON, June 13 (UPI>- 
A night club comic told Senate 
Investigators today that a person­ 
al libel suit he won against an 
official of an entertainers union 
was paid for with funds from the 
union treasury. 
Richard J. Jones of Glenolden. 
Pa., said he settled the suit 
against Jack Bright, administra­ 
tive secretary of the American 
Guild of Variety Artists (AGVA) 
in 1957 for $20,000. But he said 
the money was paid him from 
dues collected from the 13,500- 
man union. He did not give de­ 
tails of what the suit was about 
Jones was the opening witness 
in the second round of the Senate 
permanent investigations subcom­ 
mittee's inquiry into the union 
and its relationship with night 
club owners and bar-girls. 
Jones, who described himself as 
light comic, master of cere­ 
monies and dancer, said the na 
tional board had control over 
whom to keep in and whom 
expel from the union. 
Sen. Sam Ervin. D-N.C., called 
this power “tyrannical, arbitrary 
and capricious." 
The entertainer also charged 
that union officials have full 
knowledge of house rules in strip 
joints that forced exotic dancers 
to mix with customers and double 
as B-Girls.

ship! about 22 miles from the 
beach 
at 
Long Beach 
Island 
where she was last seen. 
State police at Toms River 
Tuesday questioned the last per­ 
son known to have seen the pretty 
red-head alive, Miss Rose Schul- 
man, 52, a drama coach from the 
Philadelphia suburb of Media, Pa 
who accompanied the girl on the 
ill-fated weekend trip to the New 
Jersey shore Saturday. 
Miss Schulman, who was ar­ 
raigned as a material witness, 
was released in $2,000 bail after 
five hours of questioning by state 
police and prosecutor’s detectives 
Miss Schulman, the girl’s drama 
teacher, has never been a suspect 
in the case. 
Reported Cooperative 
Police said she was very co 
operative throughout the question­ 
ing, but that no major informa 
tion had been uncovered. Miss 
Schulman also took a lie-detector 
test which police termed "satis 
factory." 
The drama coach was describee 
as being understandably upset, but 
willing to answer questions. She 
was expected to return to Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Miss Jones had told her teacher 
Saturday she was going to take 
a walk along the 17-mile seashore 
of Long Beach Island. That was 
the last anyone saw of her. 
Police were awaiting the results 
of an autopsy performed by Dr 
Milton Halpen, New York City 
medical examiner, and one of the 
nation’s leading pathologists. Dr 
Halpen was brought Into the case 
at the request of the Ocean Coun­ 
ty prosecutor’s office when local 
doctors could not agree on the 
exact cause of death. 
Question Cause of Death 
A preliminary autopsy indicated 
the girl, who had been beaten 
severely around the face and head 
had died from a blow on the head. 
She had not been sexually assault­ 
ed. 
Authorities indicated the second 
autopsy showed Miss Jones had 
not died from a head blow. How­ 
ever, police are sticking with that 
explanation pending receipt of of­ 
ficial laboratory reports in two 
days. 
Miss Schulman told police that 
she visited a friend, Mrs. Dorothy 
Walnut, who runs an art shop at 
Barnegat Light, while Miss Jones 
took her walk on the beach. She 
said that when Miss Jones die 
not return she assumed the girl 
had met friends and decided to 
stay with them for the night. She 
said she took a bus back to Penn 
Sylvania. 
Mrs. Walnut’s husband notified 
police Sunday when he saw Miss 
Jones’ car still parked on the 
beach. 
Miss Jones’ body was identified 
Monday night by her father. Arch 
R. Jones, the manager of a Sears- 
Roebuck department store who 
came here from his home in Nor 
ristown. Pa. when his daughter 
did not return.

HARRISBURG (UPI) - Com- 
moaweatth Court today refused to % 
aa injunction which would 
have halted the Nev. 6 elections 
for Pennsylvania's General As­ 
sembly seats. 
But at the same time, the six- 
member court warned the legis­ 
lature that it is “now informed" 
that 
constitutional 
reapportion­ 
ment “is a matter that can be 
adjudicated by the courts" if the 
1963 session fails to realign its 
own districts. 
The opinion was handed down 
on four challengee to the present ; 
apportionment of legislative seats. 
Two of them sought an imme­ 
diate injunction to prevent state 
officials from conducting the No­ 
vember elections for House and 
Senate seats. 
The court saki that it would 
be “improper to invalidate a pri­ 
mary election when the machin- I 
ary of the election had been law­ 
fully 
and 
faithfully 
complied 
with." 
It would negate the will of the 
electorate by judicial fiat," the 
court saki. 
The ruling said the issues in 
the cases concerning reapportion­ 
ment were “justiciable," bul that 
no attempt should be made to 
settle them by the court until the 
legislature “has had ap opportun­ 
ity to reapportion toe senatorial 
and representative districts st the 
forthcoming session of the General 
Assembly." 
The opinion overruled the mo­ 
tions for judgements filed by 
Marshall J. Seidman, Oreland, in 
Montgomery County, and Ray­ 
mond R. Start, Upper Darby, a 
former Delaware County district 
attorney. 
In arguments recently before 
the court, Philadelphia’s Commit­ 
tee of 70 and Lee F. Driscoll. 
Lower Gwynned Twp., Montgom­ 
ery County, a Democratic candi­ 
date for Congress, agreed that the 
legislature should be given a 
chance to tackle the problem.
